The 

cheaper classes of coal for heating purposes are now much in 
demand in Roumania. 


The same report calls attention to the demand in Roumania for 
English percalines, muslins, &c. Variety of 
design is important. Italian competition in 
this direction has increased considerably in the 
last few years.

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Belgium.—H.M. Consul-General at Antwerp (Sir C. Hertslet), in 
his report for 1906 and the first half of 1907, writes: “It will 
doubtless be gratifying to learn that the imports from the United 
Kingdom into Belgium during the past year (1906) showed an 
unprecedented large volume and value, the increase being an 
exceptional one, more especially in regard to the quantity of 
goods imported. The actual statistics for the year 1906 show a 
volume of 2,459,340 tons imported from the United Kingdom, 
having a value of 17,830,480. The corresponding figures for the 
preceding year (1905) amounted to 1,398,939 tons of a value of 
15,077,440/. The figures, therefore, show the large increase of 
2,753,0401., equivalent to 18°3 per cent. on the value. As I have 
frequently pointed out before, Belgium imports from the United 
Kingdom considerable quantities of manufactured goods such as 
are not produced in this country, being articles either peculiar to 
British industries or goods of superior quality to those made by 
Belgian makers. In addition, a great proportion of the import 
trade from the United Kingdom i is represented by raw material for 
Belgian industries and minerals. 

‘It is practically impossible for a Consular officer to give general 
advice to British firms with regard to the best way for them to 
further their businesses with the foreign country or town in which 
he may be situated, inasmuch as most individual business houses 
and trades have a separate way of carrying on their affairs, and advice 
which is given to one person is resented by another who conducts 
his business in a different manner. . . . One point, however, may 
be mentioned, but it must not be taken as applying to every trade. 
British firms endeavouring to sell their goods in Belgium in many 
cases obtain through the medium of a Consular officer or the 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, the names of likely buyers 
of their goods, with whom they communicate, and in many cases 
establish a fair trade, Only in exceptional cases, however, is it 
taken into consideration that the foreign taste in regard to certain 
articles is not necessarily the same as the British. ‘The advertising 
of British goods in Belgium is, of course, an excellent way of making 
them known, but, in the case of firms ina fairly large way of business, 
there is no better way of making their goods known than by sending 
travellers to this country to show their goods to likely buyers and to 
impress the merits of the same upon them. These travellers should 
endeavour to find out the style of article required, and British firms 
should be prepared to make it of the particular model required if 
they wish to enlarge their trade. It is in this way that German 
firms obtain so large a share of Continental trade. The idea of 
‘educating the foreigner to British tastes’ is not, generally speak- 
ing, the way to encourage him to purchase British-made goods, 
though, of course, in certain cases it does so. 

“There is another point which might to the general advantage 
be taken note of by business houses in the United Kingdom. When 
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applying to Consular officers for the names of likely buyers or 
suppliers of goods the British firm engaged in one particular 
industry, with which it is naturally well acquainted, often appears 
to make a point of giving the most technical name of the article 
referred to, rather than the name by which it is generally known, 
thus causing a very considerable amount of unnecessary trouble in 
obtaining the information required. In regard to enquiries for 
commercial information, it can scarcely be realised what. a varying 
number of requests for different articles are received by Consular 
officers, ranging from the ordinary enquiry to almost unheard-of 
commodities, and it will easily be realised that when these latter 
are described by their technical name, which is not known in local 
trade circles, much unnecessary difficulty is given by the enquirers.” 

Referring to the above remarks, H.M. Consul-General says in 
another part of his report: “ [t must be understood that the infor- 
mation given, with the best intentions for the furtherance of the 
interests of British trade, cannot be so accurate or furnish so correct 
an idea of the conditions of trade in this country as would be 
gathered by the representatives of British firms were they to come to 
Belgium and see for themselves what openings there are here for 
the development and expansion of their respective industries.” 
(Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,918.) 





FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
AUGUST, 1907.* 


I.—GENERAL. 


The trade returns for August, 1907, when compared with those 
for the corresponding month of 1906, show increases in the value 
of the Imports into the United Kingdom, of the Exports of British 
produce, and of the Exports of Foreign and Colonial merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in August, 1907, was 49,296,5851., 
an increase of 407,448/., or 0°8 per cent., as compared with 
August, 1906, whilst the total Exports amounted to 44,722,245/. 
or an increase of 4,305,491/. The Exports of British produce 
show an increase of 3,862,430/., or 11°5 per cent., as compared 
with August, 1906, whilst there is an increase of 443,061/., or 
6-4 per cent., in the Exports of Foreign and Colonial merchandise. 


II.—IMPORTS. 


The following table shows the value of the Imports for August 
1907, as compared with the corresponding months of 1906 and 
1905, according to the different categories of merchandise :—

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V.—SHIPPING IN AUGUST, 1907. 


The tonnage of vesseis entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
August, 1907, amounted to 3,698,865 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 5,151,489 tons, as against 3,839,572 tons entered, and 
4,878,545 tons cleared during August, 1906. With regard to 
the coasting trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during 
August, 1907, amounted to 2,677,257 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 2,693,511 tons, as against 2,834,943 tons entered, and 
2,800,516 tons cleared in August, 1906.

The tonnage of: vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, 
during the eight months ended 3lst August, 1907, amounted 
to 27,213,514 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 37,972,038 tons, as 
against 27,650,544 tons entered and 35,837,736 tons cleared during 
the corresponding period of 1906. With regard to the coasting 
trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during the eight months 
ended 3lst August, 1907, amounted to 20,810,180 tons, and 
the tonnage cleared to 20,552,981 tons, as against 21,820,899 tons 
entered and 21,525,686 tons cleared during the corresponding 
period of 1906. 





FRONTIER TRADE OF INDIA IN 1906-7. 


The following particulars of the frontier trade of India have 
been extracted from the ‘‘ Review of the Trade of India in 1906-7 ” 
by Mr. F. Noél-Paton, Director-General of Commercial Intelligence 
at Calcutta. 

The foreign land trade, though equal to only 5°14 per cent. of 
the trade carried by sea, is characterized by steady progress, and 
has now attained fairly substantial dimensions, the tota! value of 
merchandise and treasure imported and exported having been 
Rs. 17,68,18,555 (about 11-791. millions) in 1906-7, compared with 
Rs. 16,75,51,873 in 1905-6. In 1878-79, the first year for which 
there are complete statistics, the trade was only Rs. 8,90,33,123, 
while now it is apparently about twice as great. It must, however, 
be recognized that the valuation of frontier trade is difficult and de- 
fective, and that improved registration may account for part of the 
increase. 

The following figures show the geographical distribution of the 
trade (taking merchandise only) by frontiers and principal 
countries :—

Persia.— The Quetta-Nushki railway has been open throughout 
the year, but trade with Persia by land has been subject to various 
discouragements, and its value has receded from Rs. 7°5 lakhs to 
Rs. 5°39 lakhs. The principal imports were, as usual, silk manu- 
factures, which diminished from Rs. 1,76,778 to Rs. 1,60,485, 
while the land imports of ‘“ precious stones and pearls, unset,” 
which had amounted to some Rs. 46,500 in the previous year, 
disappeared. The principal exports were cotton manufactures, 
which diminished from Rs. 1,79,843 to Rs. 1,77,597. Indigo 
dropped from Rs. 1,40,282 to Rs. 50,462. 


Afghanistan.—As regards communication with Afghanistan, the 
year was rendered exceptional by the visit of the Amir, and the 
exchanges in goods rose in value from Rs. 169°06 lakhs to 
Rs. 199°52 lakhs, an increase of 18°02 per cent. ‘The value of the 
exports rose from Rs. 104°59 lakhs to Rs. 112°48 lakhs and that of 
the imports from Rs. 64°46 lakhs to Rs. 87°04 lakhs, The principal 
item of import from Kabul was fruits and nuts to the value of 
Rs. 10°97 lakhs as compared with Rs. 7°52 lakhs in 1905-6. Next. 
in importance were drugs and medicines with Rs. 2,76,631, ghi 
(clarified butter) with Rs. 2,56,099, wool with Rs. 2,01,841, and 
live animals with Rs. 1,44,917. Exports to Kabul advanced from 
Rs. 61°48 to Rs. 68°23 lakhs, cotton piece-goods with a total of 
Rs. 42°77 lakhs showing an increase of Rs. 6°29 lakhs, and cotton 
yarns rising from Rs. 3°22 to Rs. 4°05 lakhs. Imports from 
Kandahar amounted to Rs. 71,53,543 as against Rs. 42,52,353 in 
1905-6. The exports to Kandahar advanced from Rs. 43°11 to 
Rs. 44°24 lakhs, the principal articles being foreign piece-goods 
(Rs. 18°8 against Rs. 18°42 lakhs) and Indian piece-goods 
(Rs. 10°98 against 13-06 lakhs). 


Dir, Swat and Bajaur.—The imports from these territories, after 
remaining for two years at Rs. 39 lakhs, advanced to Rs. 51 lakhs. 
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Ghi with a value of Rs. 23°57 lakhs represented 46°2 per cent. of 
the total. The increase in exports to these countries was much 
less marked and brought their value to only Rs. 67°81 lakhs in 
place of Rs. 64°02 lakhs. 


Kashmir.—The trade with Kashmir, which forms 18 per cent. 
of the total frontier trade of India, amounted to Rs. 314°77 lakhs, 
as against Rs. 277°41 lakhs in 1905-6. The imports of silk, made 
in the State filatures and of good quality, increased 16:8 per cent. 
in value, and 16°62 per cent. in quantity, the actual figures being 
385,840 Ibs. in 1906-7 and 380,848 lbs. in 1905-6. There was a 
large increase in the imports of fruits and nuts, which rose from 
Rs. 8°33 to Rs. 27°17 lakhs and assumed the second place in 
importance. 

Of the exports, cotton piece-goods, which form the principal item, 
declined by 6°21 per cent. in quantity (from 51,034 cwts. to 
47,864 cwts.) and 7:08 per cent. in value, while cotton yarn 
diminished by 20°31 per cent. in quantity (8,164 cwts. against 
10,245 cwts.) and 16°68 per cent. in value. Of the piece-goods 
71 per cent. and of the yarns 94 per cent. were of foreign manu- 
facture. 


Ladakh.—The large increase in the imports of raw silk from 
Ladakh, which was marked in 1905-6 and raised the figures to 
172 cwts., with a value of Rs. 82,000, has been followed by a 
reaction, the figure having fallen to 84 cwts., valued at Rs. 40,250. 
Of cotton piece-goods, which continue to form the chief item of 
exportation, Ladakh took 7°8 per cent. more in quantity and 
6°9 per cent. in value. 


Nepal.—The trade with Nepal receded from Rs. 487:15 lakhs in 
1905-6 (imports Rs. 332°88 lakhs, and exports Rs. 154°27 lakhs) 
to Rs. 435°69 lakhs in 1906-7 (imports Rs. 297-26 lakhs, and 
exports Rs. 188°43 lakhs). Of the imports from Nepal in 1906-7 
grain, representing 44 per cent. of the total, showed a considerable 
decrease as compared with 1905-6. The imports of cattle from 
Nepal into Bengal, which represent €4°5 per cent. of the total 
imports of cattle by land into India, increased in 1906-7 from 
43,976 valued at Rs. 18,26,484 to 68,241 valued at Rs. 26,74,473. 
Nepal is the only country from which India imports jute, and of 
recent years the production has increased, but in the year under 
review the importation has fallen off by 24°38 per cent. in quantity 
(from 236,214 to 178,636 cwts.) and 17°42 per cent. in value. 

Of the exports to Nepal cotton piece-goods, which as usual 
head, the list, decreased by 12°26 per cent. in quantity, and 12°58 
per cent. in value, while yarns (three-fourths of which are of 
foreign origin) showed a falling off of 10 per cent. in quantity 
and 17:2 per cent. in value. 
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Sikkim and Bhutan.—The trade with Sikkim grew from Rs. 8:8 
to Rs. 12 lakhs, and that with Bhutan receded from Rs. 14°38 to 
Rs. 13°92 lakhs. Sikkim supplied grain to the value of Rs. 3°77 
Jakhs as against Rs. 1°12 lakhs the previous year, and fruits, &c., to 
the value of Rs. 1°02 lakhs against Rs. 74,000. Timber, the chief 
import from Bhutan, fell in value from Rs. 6°6 to Rs. 5:36 lakhs, 
while fruits declined from Rs. 2°76 lakhs to Rs. 1:06 lakhs. The 
exports to both countries improved somewhat, those to Sikkim, 
consisting principally of grain, cotton ptece-goods, yarn and salt, 
rising to Rs. 5°25 lakhs, while the exports to Bhutan increased to 
Rs. 2°57 lakhs, the most important being cotton piece-goods and 
yarn, silk manufactures and spices. 


Tibet.—There was a net decrease in the trade with Tibet of 
Rs. 2°46 lakhs. Exports fell off by about 15°28 per cent, (from 
Rs. 18°33 to Rs. 15°53 lakhs), the principal articles being, as usual, 
cotton piece-goods, with a value of Rs. 5 lakhs, and yarn, with a 
diminished value of Rs. 14,247. Other important articles were 
grain Rs. 2°64 lakhs (40 per cent. of which was husked rice), coral 
Rs. 78,000, woollen manufactures Rs, 65,000, and metals Rs. 
87,000. The imports of wool declined by 18:4 per cent. in 
quantity (from 42,471 to 34,869 cwts.) and 3 per cent. in value 
(from Rs, 11°3 to Rs. 10°97 lakhs). Of other articles the principal 
were borax (Rs. 2°49 lakhs), salt (Rs. 1°3 lakhs), and horses, 
ponies and mules (Rs. 90,000). 


Other States on the North-East Frontier—The two most impor- 
tant among the remaining States are Manipur and Hill Tipperah. 
The trade with the former rose from Rs. 5°29 to Rs. 11°94 lakhs, 
the imports, consisting principally of cattle and husked rice, in- 
creasing from Rs. 3:17 to Rs. 8°47 lakhs, and the exports, mostly 
spices, cotton piece-goods, salt and oil, advancing from Rs, 2°12 to 
Rs. 3°47 lakhs. The trade with Hill Tipperah rose from Rs. 16,000 
to Rs. 9°65 lakhs, the increase being confined to imports (chiefly 
timber, bamboos, and raw cotton). The exports remained prac- 
tically stationary, the only considerable items being dried fish, 
tobacco, and grain and pulse, 


Western China.—The trade with Western China increased from 
Rs. 50°26 to Rs. 53°42 lakhs. Imports showed a small decline of 
0-8 per cent., while exports increased by 10 per cent. The only 
large decline among the imports was that in raw silk, which fell 
from Rs. 5°42 to Rs. 3°47 lakhs. Opium, which had risen from 
Rs. 15,000 in 1904-5 to Rs. 3°62 lakhs in 1905-6, dropped back 
to Rs. 2°15 lakhs in the year under review. Hides of cattle 
improved from Rs, 2°16 to Rs. 4°78 lakhs, orpiment from Rs, 1:2 
to Rs. 1°49 lakhs, animals (living) from Rs. 1°81 to Rs. 1°85 
lakhs, and lac from Rs. 26,700 to Rs. 44,900. Of the exports, 
cotton yarn (comprising 56 per cent. of the total) increased from 
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Rs. 19°09 to Rs. 20°34 lakhs. Cotton piece-goods showed continued 
development, rising from Rs. 3°8 to Rs. 5°05 lakhs. The principal 
other items of export were raw cotton, jadestone, provisions and 
salt. Exports of petroleum diminished 43 per cent. 


Shan States (North and South).—The imports from the Northern 
States, consisting mainly of letpet (pickled tea), leaf tea, teak, 
husked rice and lac, amounted to Rs. 53°06 lakhs. The exports, 
principally cotton piece-goods, yarn, provisions, salt, iron, opium 
and live animals, amounted to Rs. 56°32 lakhs, The imports from 
the Southern States, comprising principally teak, potatoes, hides 
and cattle, were valued at Rs. 49°45 lakhs, while the exports, 
chiefly cotton piece-gocods, betelnuts, yarn and provisions, were 
valued at Rs. 55°84 lakhs. 


North and South Siam.—The imports to India from Northern 
Siam consisted principally of teak and cattle, while the chief 
exports thither were manufactured silk (which showed an increase 
of over 100 per cent.), cotton piece-goods, apparel and yarns. The 
imports from South Siam consisted almost entirely of manufactured 
silk and live animals, the former being also the only considerable 
item of export. 


Karenni.—The trade with Karenni, which amounts to less than 
Rs. 25 lakhs, showed a decline of 20 per cent. on the previous 
year’s figures. ‘The imports consisted almost entirely of teak: of 
the exports the only important item was live animals, with a 
reduced total of Rs, 1°66 lakhs, while “jewellery and precious 
stones and pearls, unset ” recoiled from its exceptional level of the 
previous year to Rs, 9,571.

GERMANY. 
H.M. Consul-General at Hamburg (Sir W. Ward, C.V.O.) has 


forwarded the following memorandum, based 

Coal Industry. upon apparently reliable information supplied 

to a Hamburg newspaper, respecting the con- 

ditions which are considered at present to obtain in the German 
coal industry and trade :— 

“The general rise in the price of coal in Germany is considered 
to be due partly to the exceptional briskness in the trade, but more 
especially to the disadvantage suffered by the Westphalian cartels 
in consequence of the inferior productivity of their workmen and of 
the rise in wages. The Westphalian Coal Syndicate is said to have 
been compelled, in order to satisfy the demand, to place large orders 
for coal in the United Kingdom, and this proceeding gave rise to 
partial strikes in Silesia, with the result that the interior of 
Germany, and especially Berlin, suffered: from a shortage in the 
coal supply and was compelled to resort to the importation of 
British coal. Latterly, however, there has been, it appears, some 
improvement in the output in Westphalia and the insufficient 
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supply of trucks is at present not so much felt as formerly; but on 
the other hand the difficulty in regard to sidings at the railway 
stations in the mining districts still continues. It is to be antici- 
pated, however, that the usual large amount of traffic in beet and 
saltpetre in the autumn may again adversely affect the German 
coal trade.” 





PORTUGAL—MOZAMBIQUE. 


With reference to the notice on p. 187 of the “ Board of Trade 

Journal” of the 18th April last, relating to 
Gold Discoveries. gold discoveries in Manica, in the territory 

administered by the Mozambique Company, 
H.M. Consul at Beira (Mr. R. C. F. Maugham) now reports that 
the discoveries in question have not assumed anything like the 
importance that was attributed to them at the time. Itis now 
generally believed, Mr. Maugham adds, that the expert opinion 
referred to in the previous notice was given under some mis- 
apprehension, and that what was regarded at the outset as the 
discovery of a valuable deposit was, in reality, nothing more than 
an isolated pocket of over the average richness. 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA: 


The Acting British Consul-General at San Francisco (Mr. W. 
Anticipated Moore) reports that a scarcity of coal at that 
Scarcity “ f Coal “ty and its neighbourhood is.anticipated during 
Preys, acts the coming winter. At the time of writing (8rd 
’ August) the poorest quality of coal was retailing 
at 12 dollars per ton, while Japanese was bringing 15 dollars and 
Rock Springs (Utah) 18 dollars per ton. Mr. Moore states that 
Australia supplied over 70,000 tons of coal to San Francisco last 
year, and will probably supply much more in 1907, as 55 vessels 
are now listed to load at Newcastle (New South Wales) for San 
Francisco. The high port charges and the difficulty of finding 
profitable employment for vessels on arrival at San Francisco, Mr. 
Moore continues, have deterred shipowners from chartering ships 
for that port; but it would seem that the increase in inward 
freights may to some extent offset these disadvantages. It is said 
that the Southern Pacific Railway Company absorb 80 per cent. of 
the coal that goes to San Francisco by rail. The principal 
demand is for coal for household consumption, oil fuel having 
largely supplanted coal for manufacturing purposes.

With reference to the notice on p. 194 of the “ Board of Trade 
Cotton Journal” for 24th January last respecting 
Cultivati cotton cultivation in Corea during 1906, H.M. 
pentane Consul-General at Seoul (M. H. Cockburn, 
C.B.) has forwarded a translation of a further report received from 
the Japanese Residency General there from which the following 
particulars are taken :— 

The Corean Government in 1906 instituted the experimental 
cultivation of American upland cotton in South Cholla province, 
intending to extend the cultivation of this crop throughout South 
Corea. The species which have been found most suited for this 
purpose are King’s Improved, Shine’s Karly Prolific and Griffin’s 
Improved. There are no reliable statistics of the cotton crop of 
Corea, but the total is estimated at about 107,000,000 lbs. The 
average crop per acre of native cotton is rather over 320 lbs.; the 
yield of the American cotton, however, is, at the lowest figure, 
800 lbs. per acre. 

With the exception of Ham-gyeng province cotton is grown, toa 
greater or less extent, all over Corea; the area under cultivation 
being about 300,000 acres, of which some 100,000 are in 
South Cholla province. The yield per acre in this province is 
generally less than half that of the American upland cotton, 
while the average proportion of ginned cotton seldom exceeds 25 
per cent., that of the American cotton seldom falling below 30 per 
cent. The climatic conditions of South Cholla are well suited to 
the cultivation of American upland cotton, and the Corean Govern- 
ment are encouraging its culture as much as possible. Even if the 
American were simply substituted for the native seed a great 
increase in the crop might be expected, but if; -m-addition, a 
method of cultivation adapted to the climatic conditions were 
adopted the profit would be greatly increased.

The Acting British Consul-General at San Francisco (Mr. W. 
Pacific Coast Moore) reports that the pack of Pacific Coast 
Sekeen Bask salmon for 1907 shows a heavy decline as com- 

* pared with last year: it is, indeed, the lightest 
produced since 1898. The pack for 1907 is estimated at 2,975,000 
cases, as compared with 3,812,917 cases in 1906 and 4,653,168 
cases in 1905. The figure for 1907 comprises 1,800,000 cases from 
Alaska, 400,000 casés from British Columbia, 350,000 cases from 
Puget Sound, 300,000 cases from the Columbia River and the 
remainder, 125,000 cases, from outside rivers. Mr. Moore remarks 
that according to the best authorities the deficiency in 1907 will be 
principally in the higher grades of salmon, which are expected to 
be at least 50 per cent. less than the average yearly pack. Stocks 
of canned salmon are reported to be very low and the new salmon 
is expected to find a ready market at increased prices.

The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the 
Board of Trade (No. 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.) is 
intended to be a centre at which information on all subjects of 
commercial interest shall be collected and focussed in a form 
convenient for reference, and at which, so far as the interests of 
British trade permit, replies shall be given to enquiries by traders 
on commercial matters. 

On application being made to it either personally or by letter, 
the Branch supplies, so far as is possible, information with regard 
to the following subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics; Matters 
relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations ; 
Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in 
different localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender. 
Sources of Supply, Prices, &., of Trade Products; Forms of 
Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial 
Travellers, &c., &c. There is a Sample Room at the offices of the 
Branch, where, in addition to samples illustrative of reports of 
H.M. Consuls or of the Correspondents or Special Commissioners 
of the Board of Trade, specimens of special interest that may be 
received from the Imperial Institute, India, or the Colonies, &c., 
are exhibited from time to time. 

The Governments of India, Canada, and Qneensland, also the 
Governments of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, have 
established, in proximity to the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 
at 73, Basinghall Street, special offices for dealing with trade 
matters (see next page). 

The “ Board of Tride Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, and intended for general information, is conveyed to the 
public. The “Journal” is issued weekly at the price of 3d. All

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SPECIAL INDIAN AND COLONIAL 
TRADE ENQUIRY OFFICES. 

India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., has been established for the purpose of supplying 
the general public withall available information as to the commercial 
products, manufactures and trades of British India. 

The office is under the superintendence of an India Office official, 
who is in daily attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. 

The current publications of the Government of India dealing 
with Indian Trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic 
products, &c., are kept in the office, and can be consulted free: the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 

Canada.—The Canadian Government have secured premises at 
78, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened under the designation of ‘Canadian Government City 
Trade Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial community. 

In due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room, illustrating the products, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 
daily to deal with enquiries and applications regarding Canadian 
import and export trade, and to supply information about 
Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 
arranged when desired. 

Queensland.— or the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 
opened a branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information to 
enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters relating 
to Queensland. 

A collection of articles representative of the pastoral, agricultural, 
and mining industries of Queensland is on view, and information 
regarding these industries can be obtained at the Office, as above. 

Transvaal and Orange River Colony.—A ‘l'rade Enquiry Office 
has been opened at 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., by the Govern- 
ments of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, on the lines of 
the agency established at the same address by the Government of 
Cape Colony, but under the general direction of the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Superintendent in charge of the Office deals with, and 
supplies free, information in regard to the products and resources 
of the two Colonies, the opportunities they present to the settler, 
their railway facilities, the regulations of all kinds in force in 
them affecting trade, &c., &c. 

South Australia.—The Government of South Australia have 
established a Produce Department at the offices of the Agent 
General, Threadneedle House, 28, Bishopsgate Street Within, 
London, E.C. Mr. A. E. M. Norton, the Commercial Agent, is in 
charge of this department, and he will supply, free of cost, full 
information regarding the exports from South Australia of all sorts 
of Produce. : 

The South Australian Government intend very shortly to send 
to London specimens of every description of South Anstralian 
Produce, and these will be displayed in one of the offices of the 
Commercial Agent’s Department.

Cape of Good Hope.—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have offices at 98, Victoria Street, London, S.W., for the purpose 
of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, under the superintendence 
of the Trades Commissioner, who, together with the Commercial 
Agent, deals with, and supplies free, information on trade subjects 
connected with the Colony, such as commercial products, industries, 
trade, tariff regulations, commercial statistics, railway rates, 
prospects for emigration, &c., &c. 


IMPERIAL INSTITUTE. 

The Imperial Institute at South Kensington was transferred by 
Act of Parliament to the control of the Board of Trade on the 
lst January, 1903. ‘The work formerly carried on by the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Office of the Institute is now conducted by 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Imperial Institute is chiefly occupied with the systematic 
investigation and illustration of the principal resources of India 
and the Colonies. It includes :— 

1. The Galleries, containing collections of economic products, 
&c., illustrative of the natural and commercial resources of British 
Possessions. These are open free to the public daily (except on Sun- 
days) from 10 am. to 5 p.m., in Summer, and from 10 a.m. to 
4 p.m.in Winter. Information and publications concerning India 
and the Colonies, their products, industries, prospects for emigra- 
tion, &c., may be obtained on verbal application at the Central 
stand in the galleries, or applications may be addressed in writing 
to the Director of the Imperial Institute, South Kensington, S.W. 
From time to time samples and specimens of raw and manufactured 
products will be shown in the sample room attached to the offices 
of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade at 
73, Basinghall Street, E.C. 

2. The Scientific and Technical Department with extensive 
laboratories specially equipped for the purpose of investigating 
problems connected with tropical agriculture and development. 
In this Department new or little known natural products from 
India and the Colonies, and commercial products from new 
sources, received through the Government of the countries con- 
cerned, are examined with a view to their valuation and utilisation. 

8. The Library and Reading Rooms, containing a large collection 
of Indian and Colonial works of reference, which are regularly 
supplied with the principal official publications of India and the 
Colonies, and with many of the principal newspapers, periodicals 
and maps of the United Kingdom, India, and the Colonies. 

4, Conference and Meeting Rooms which are available under 
certain conditions for the purpose of meetings, lectures, &c., on 
subjects of importance to India and the Colonies. 

5. ‘he “ Bulletin of the Imperial Institute.” This publication, 
which is now issued quarterly, includes reports on investigations 
conducted at the Imperial Institute, and also special articles 
relating to recent developments in tropical agriculture ard in 
the utilisation of raw materials. The “Bulletin” may be 
obtained at the Imperial Institute, South Kensington, or *from 
Messrs. Eyre and Spottiswoode, East Harding Street, Fleet 
Street, E.C., price one shilling per number.
